So how do you know when to use eam ac and when to use the active participle? It depends on 
the meaning of the verb, but the exact rules are very complicated. In general, the active 
participle is used for verbs of motion (go, come, walk, ride) and verbs that denote states, 
perceptions and unconscious actions (sitting, standing, wearing, sleeping, being awake, seeing, 
hearing, feeling) rather than definite, deliberate activity. For verbs of the second group, the 
games construction refers to the action that causes the state. Compare the following:
